LOCAL LAW INTRO NO.5 -2004 (Print 2)
LOCAL LAW NO. -2004

A LOCAL LAW establishing a probation investigation fee under the authority of Section 252-a of
the Family Court Act in custody and visitation proceedings.

BE IT ENACTED BY THE ERIE COUNTY LEGISLATURE AS FOLLOWS:
Section 1.

Pursuant to Section 252-a of the Family Court Act, the Erie County Department of Probation and
Youth Detention Services, when ordered by the courts to conduct an investigation pursuant to
section 653 of the Family Court Act, is authorized to charge and is entitled to receive a fee of not
less than fifty ($50) dollars and not more than five hundred ($500) dollars from the parties in the
proceeding to help reimburse the cost of the investigation conducted by the department.

Section 2.

Such fee shall be based on the party's ability to pay the fee and the schedule for payment shall be
fixed by the court issuing the order for investigation, pursuant to the guidelines issued by the
director of the division of probation and correctional alternatives, and may in the discretion of the
court be waived when the parties lack sufficient means to pay the fee. The court shall apportion the
fee between the parties based upon the respective financial circumstances of the parties and the
equities of the case.

Section 3.

In the event of non-payment of the investigation fee, the County may seek to enforce payment in any
manner permitted by law for the enforcement of a debt.

Section 4.

Fees collected pursuant to this Local Law shall be paid directly to the Erie County Department of
Probation and Youth Detention Services to be retained and utilized for probation department
services and staffing, and shall not be considered by the division of probation and correctional
alternatives when determining state aid reimbursement pursuant to Section 246 of the Executive
Law.

Section 5.

This Local Law shall take effect immediately upon its filing with the Secretary of State, in
accordance with Section 27 of the Municipal Home Rule Law.

WHEREAS, said report and estimate of cost describe a proposed increase and improvement
of the facilities of said District No. 2 in said County, consisting of the replacement of two (2) sewage
pumping stations, the Lake Street and Point Breeze Stations and related force mains, including the
construction of a facility to house new standby generators, load banks and automatic transfer
switches along with required instrumentation and controls and related improvements to the existing
Big Sister Creek Wastewater Treatment Plant, all as more fully described in the report and estimate
of cost hereinbefore referred to; and

facilities of said Sewer District No. 2 is $10,840,000 to be assessed against a benefited area which

WHEREAS, the legislation also designates “cultural assets,” a mechanism to assist arts and
cultural organizations located outside of CDAs, and

WHEREAS, the legislation has a strong focus not only on assisting the arts, but in fostering
economic and job development in the CDAs, and

WHEREAS, the bills support arts and cultural organizations in New York State, many of
which are currently suffering from a loss of federal, state, county and local government funding, as
well as a downturn in private donations, and

WHEREAS, the legislation includes “clawback” provisions to terminate the above-
mentioned assistance and incentives if organizations do not create new jobs or engage in substantial
business development in the CDAs within five years of such designation,

WHEREAS, in early 2003, Assemblyman Sam Hoyt introduced Assembly Bill 7418, the
Niagara River Park Act, which “would benefit all residents of the state... the process will enhance
the ability of New Yorkers to enjoy the Niagara River; protect the river, including its role as an
aquatic habitat; promote the health, safety, and welfare of the people of the state; increase the quality
of life in the adjoining community and the state as a whole; help alleviate the unhealthy and
dangerous conditions that characterize the parts of the area; and boost tourism and stimulate the
economy,” and

WHEREAS, in Summer 2003, the Buffalo Olmsted Parks Conservancy began studying and
working on a proposal for a 40-mile “linear park” starting at Fort Niagara and running along the
Niagara River to Buffalo’s South Park, including Gallagher Beach State Park, Tifft Nature Preserve,
Times Beach Nature Preserve, LaSalle Park, Front Park, Riverside Park, Cherry Farm site, Beaver
Island State Park, Buckhorn Island State Park, Isle View Park, Niawanda Park, the Niagara Falls
State Reservation, Whirlpool State Park, Devil’s Hole State Park, Artpark, Joseph Davis State Park,
and Fort Niagara State Park

WHEREAS, the Conservancy stated that they would apply to the National Park Service for a
grant to study and plan the possibilities for such a linear park — a park that the Conservancy
suggested could cost between $50 and $100 million, and

WHEREAS, in September 2003, Legislator Lynn Marinelli and former Legislator Judith
Fisher sponsored Intro. 15-26, a resolution supporting the Olmsted Parks Conservancy’s proposal,

WHEREAS, in 2003, the Greater Buffalo Niagara Regional Transportation Council
suggested using a planned bike route connecting seven state parks and 20 municipal parks along the
Niagara River as the basis for a linear park, and

Local Law No. _3 of the year 20 04

A local law requiring prior written notice of defective, out of repair, unsafe, dangerous or obstructed
conditions of any street, highway. bridge, culvert, sidewalk, crosswalk, or hichway

markings
Be it enacted by the _ Legislature of the
County of ERIE as follows:

Section 1. Short title. This Local Law may be cited as the "Erie County Prior Written Notice Local
Law of 2004."

Section 2. As used in this Local Law, the following terms and words shall have the meanings
indicated below:

(A) "Bridge" shall mean and include but is not limited to:

(1) A structure forming or carrying a highway, road, or street at a height over a river,
stream, pond, lake or other body of water or over a chasm, ravine, or the like; and/or
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(2) Affording passage by vehicles and/or pedestrians between two points at a height
above the ground, a body of water, a highway or street, or above a chasm, ravine, or
the like.

(B) "Crosswalk" shall mean and include but is not limited to:

(1) That part of a highway or street at an intersection included within the connections of
the lateral lines of the sidewalks on opposite sides of the highway or street or
between the curbs or, in the absence of curbs between the edges of the traversable
roadway; and/or

(2) Any portion of a highway or street at an intersection or elsewhere indicated for
pedestrian crossing by lines or other marking~; on the surface.

(C) "Culvert" shall mean and include but is not limited to:

(1) A channel, conduit, or tunneled drain of masonry, brickwork or other materials
conveying a stream of water across or beneath a canal, railway embankment,
highway or street; and/or

(2) An arched or barrel-shaped drain or sewer; and/or

(3) A structure or device affording passage for water to cross under the embankment of
a railway, under a highway or street, or beneath a road or driveway, where the

configuration of the surface does not require a bridge.

(D) "Highway" or "Street" shall mean and include a location where the general public has a
general right of passage, and shall include but not be limited to:

(1) The entire width between the boundary lines of every way publicly maintained when
any part thereof is open to use of the public for purposes of vehicular traffic

(including A TV's and snowmobiles); and/or

(2) Any highway, road, street, avenue, alley, public place, public driveway, and any
other public way; and/or

(3) Any parking lot open to the general public; and/or

(4) Any necessary sluices, drains, ditches, waterways, embankments, retaining walls,
culverts, and the approaches of any bridge or culvert; and/or

(5) Any shoulder or slope.

(E) "Sidewalk" shall mean and include any area used, intended or designated for pedestrian
passage, including but not limited to:

(1) Any public plaza; and/or
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(2) Steps connecting: (i) any highway or street to a sidewalk, bridge, or to any public or
private property, building or structure; and/or (ii) any sidewalk to a bridge or to any
public or private property, building or structure; and/or

(3) That portion of a highway or street situated between: (1) the curb lanes and the
adjacent property lines; and/or (ii) the lateral lines of that part of a highway or street
improved, designed, marked or ordinarily used for vehicular traffic and the adjacent
property lines; and/or (iii) the shoulder or slope of any highway or street.

Section 3: No civil action shall be maintained against the County of Erie, its public officers
and/or employees (collectively "Erie County") for damages, injuries or death to person or property
sustained by reason of any street, highway, bridge, culvert, sidewalk, crosswalk, or highway
marking, owned, operated or maintained by Erie County, being defective, out of repair, unsafe,
dangerous or obstructed unless written notice is given to the Erie County Commissioner of Public
Works of such defective, out of repair, unsafe, dangerous or obstructed condition of such street,
highway, bridge, culvert, sidewalk, crosswalk, or highway marking, and there was a failure or
neglect within a reasonable time after the giving of such notice to repair or remove the defect,
danger, obstruction or condition complained of. Section 4: Any written notice filed with the Erie
County Commissioner of Public Works pursuant to this Local Law must include, the name and
address of the person providing such notice, the nature and specific location of the condition stated
to exist. The Commissioner of Public Works shall stamp or otherwise note the date and time such
written notice was received. Within ten days after the receipt of such written notice, the
Commissioner of Public Works shall transmit it to the Clerk of the Erie County Legislature.

Section 5: The Clerk of the Erie County Legislature shall keep an indexed record, in a
separate book, of all written notices received pursuant to this Local Law. Such record shall state the
date of receipt of the notice by the Erie County Commissioner of Public Works, the nature and
specific location of the condition stated to exist, and the name and address of the person providing
such notice. All written notices received pursuant to this Local Law shall be indexed according to
the location of the condition stated to exist. The record of each notice shall be preserved for a period
of five years after the date it is received by the Clerk of the Erie County Legislature.

Section 6: Nothing contained in this Local Law shall apply to any claim or civil action for
property damage in an amount less than $7,000.00.

Section 7: Nothing contained in this Local Law shall be held to repeal, modify or waive any
existing requirement or statute of limitations which is applicable to these classes of actions, but on
the contrary shall be held to be additional requirements to the right to maintain such action; nor shall
anything contained in this Local Law be held to modify any existing rule of law relative to the
question of contributory negligence or comparative fault; nor shall anything contained in this Local
Law be held to impose upon the County of Erie, its officers and employees, any greater duty or
obligation that it shall keep its streets, highways, bridges, culverts, sidewalks, crosswalks, or
highway markings in a reasonably safe condition for public use and travel.
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Section 8: If any clause, sentence, phrase, paragraph or any part of this Local Law shall for
any reason be finally adjudged by a court of competent jurisdiction to be invalid, such judgment
shall not affect, impair or invalidate the remainder of1:his Local Law but shall be confined in its
operation and effect to the clause, sentence, phrase, paragraph or part thereof directly involved in the
controversy or action in which such judgment shall have been rendered. It is hereby declared to be
the legislative intent that the remainder of this Local Law would have been adopted had any such
provisions not been included.

Section 9: This Local Law shall take effect ninety (90) days after filing same with the
Secretary of State pursuant to Section 27 of the New York State Municipal Home Rule Law.
